‘‘A More Beautiful Salem” was the 
subject illustrated aud discussed enter­ 
tainingly by Howard Evarts Weed be­ 
fore a large audience in the lecture 
room of the First Christian church 
Wednesday evening, the lecture hav­ 
ing been given under the auspices ot 
the local Civic League. 
Mr. Weed 
was induced to come down from Pitts­ 
burg, where he was attending the con­ 
vention of the Ameiican Civic asso­ 
ciation, and give the people of this 
city the beneiit of his ideas and ob­ 
servations on the subject of beautify­ 
ing America. 
The lecture was announced for the 
First M. E. church, but owing to a 
lack of electrical connection there was 
changed to the Christian church. 
The lecture was Illustrated t>y a 
number of 
fine 
stereopticon views 
which strikingly portrayed the differ­ 
ence between artistic and inartistic 
surroundings. 
Among the first 
and 
perhaps most striking of these was 
the comparison of railway stations 
in bare uninviting surroundings and 
several very artistic stations in New 
England. 
Salem, said Mr. Weed, has 
the fault of so many manufacturing 
towns—too many bare, uninviting and 
inartistic factory buildings. ( Pictures 
showing the advantage of lawns, flow­ 
ers and shrubs about factory build­ 
ings were shown. 
Referring to Salem's new park Mr. 
Weed declared that it is splendidly 
located, and will be In time a most 
inviting spot. 
He also referred to 
the natural 
beauty 
of Grandview 
cemetery, which ho visited Wednes­ 
day, but suggested that steps should 
be taken to preserve a uniformity in 
the monuments and headstones. 
31r. 
Weed condemns the cemetery monu­ 
ments as a general proposition, de­ 
claring that they are out of place 
in a modern park cemetery. 
Ho ex­ 
pressed the hope that before long all 
the shade trees In Salem would be 
under the control of the park 
com- 
misisoners, and uniformity of variety 
and care secured. 
He condemned 
most severely 
the ‘‘tree butchers,’ 
who occasionally give beautiful shade 
trees a “15-cent-hair cut.” 
Pictures 
showing trees 
thus 
mutilated antj 
those whose branches had been lopped 
off to make room for telephone wires 
were shown. 
The added beauty which may be 
given even a small city lot, by group­ 
ing 
trees 
and 
shrubs 
as 
they 
would be found In nature and touching 
up the picture with an expanse of 
green lawn was clearly shown. 
Not 
only Is it possible, he declared, to 
enhance the beauty of a lot by ar­ 
tistic placing of the trees and shrubs 
and house, but there ia usualiy a 
saving of space and steps. 
Unsightly billboards 
came in for 
their share of condemnation, and pic­ 
tures of streets before and after re­ 
moval of the glaring advertisements 
were produced. 
Mr. Weed declared 
that sort of advertising to be an abso­ 
lute waste of money. 
Pictures of back yards and neglect­ 
ed city lots, before and after im­ 
provement work, were given and the 
change was decided. 
Numerous pic­ 
tures of children’s playgrounds wer* 
used to illustrate their popularity and 
value. 
Salem, 
he 
declared, 
was 
behind in this modern movement and 
the need of properly equipped play­ 
grounds here was urged. 
A plan for 
laying out a city square for play­ 
ground, gym, public bath and wading 
pool was shown. 
Mr. Weed closed his interesting talk 
with a reference to the work of the 
American Civic association and a brief 
review of Salem’s needs that she may 
be made a more beautiful city.

suggested that the women of the city 
should take an interest in civic work.

bon Tuesday evening, when D. Miles, 
former agent for the Erie railroad at 
this place, but now of Youngstown, 
einptied a load of shot into him. 
Fitch and Miles, in company with 
William Osborn and another young 
man, came to Lisbon in an automobile 
Tuesday morning for the purpose of 
hunting in this vicinity. 
At the lime

Fitch noticed the 
hunting dog was pointing 
at a bird 
and was making his way around the 
bushes to locate it, when Miles, not 
seeing him, fired, bringing down the 
bird at Fitch’s feet, and filling his 
arm and face with shot. His hunting 
jacket protected his body. 
Immediately 
after the shot 
was 
fired Miles discovered what he had 
done, and summoned the automobile

Displayed Pleasure In Telling of Con 
quering Adverse Conditions and 
of a $2,000 Loan from a 


Cleveland Banker. 


New York, Nov. 19— R elating his 
story with the air of a gentlem an en 
gaging a host of friends w ith incidents 
of days long past, Jo h n D. R ockefeller 
president of the S tan d ard Oil 
Co., 
though for nearly ten y ears retired 
from the active cares of com pany di­ 
rection, for over tw o hours on W ed­ 
nesday review ed th e h istory of the 
early oil trad e and the developm ent 
of th e first com panies th a t late r grew 
into the p resen t so-called oil tru st 
Mr. R ockefeller was a w itness fo r the 
defense in th e su it to dissolve the 
Standard •w h ich is being prosecuted 
by th e U nited S tates governm ent, and 
his appearance at th e hearings before 
ex-Judge Franklin F erris, the referee 
brought a large crowd to th s custom s 
building. 
Tbe head of th e oil com bine was 
surrounded by an im posing circle of 
counsel and w hen ho began his testl 
mony he gazed com placently upon a 
sw arm of new spaper 
m en 
behind 
whom pressed close a throng of people 
th a t filled the room. 
Sir. R ockefeller 
appeared a t com plete ease and w hen 
John G. M ilburn, of counsel for the 
S tandard, propounded his first ques­ 
tion, the w itness spoke out in full 
tones as if he desired the m ost d istant 
sp ectato r to hear. 
Tht'n in a m anner th at indicated 
pleasure at w hat he was about to tell, 
.Mr. R ockefeller spoke of his s ta rt in 
the oil business and how u n d er ad­ 
verse conditions th a t business grew to 
the proportions of the S tandard Oil 
C om pany of Ohio, w ith its cap italiza­ 
tion of $1,000,000. 
Mr. R ockefeller’s 
eyes sp ark led in reflection 
on 
th at 
early financial organization and sp eak ­ 
ing of its m illion dollar capitalization 
w ith 
alm ost boyish enthusiasm , h** 
sa id : 
“ it seem ed very large to tis, w'ho 
began w ith only $4,000 in 1862.” 
D uring a brief recess Mr. Rockefel 
ler talked to th e rep o rters 
on 
the 
S tan d ard ’s grow th, saying: 
“W hat a w onderful thing it all has 
been— th e grow th of th is business. It 
all seem s like a dream to m e and here 
I am accused of doing th e very wicked 
thing of selling a good article at a 
low er price than any one else. 
“T his testim ony h ere to-day brings 
back to m y m ind so clearly early days 
in C leveland, w here 
we 
w ere 
all 
friends and neighbors together. 
How 
well I rem em ber th a t day in Cleveland 
w hen I w ent into th e bank of T. P. 
H andy, who afterw ard becam e one ot 
my d e are st friends. 
I w anted to bor 
row m oney, but I didn’t have any col 
late ral nor any one to indorse my 
note. 
I told him w hat I w anted to do 
w ith It and then he asked me how 
m uch I w anted. 
‘1 need $2,000,’ I said, 
and f got it. 
To th a t loan I a ttrib u te 
w hatever success I have had in life 
since.”
